Stone weapons are. there in plenty 
from near Thebes, with “finds” from Lithom 
and other places, while on the walls hang 
numerous copies of figures. and hieroglyphs, 
made by Mrs. Flinders Petrie and other ladies, 
from tombs, seven .of which were opened for 
the purpose. As these become rarer year by 


year, by the influence of time, the ravages ot | 


treasure-seekers, and th® transportations of 
whole structures to other countries, the value 
of such permanent records is sufficiently 
obvious. 

But the results of investigations in the 
Sinaitic Peninsula are the. most important 
feature of this year’s exhibition. We have 
long known that, from very early days,its mines 
were worked by the Egyptians. Sculptures, 
stele, hieroglyphic inscriptions, which have 
been partly deciphered, prove this nation to 
have hld the country long before the Exodus. 
Profes:gr Petrie’s party worked in the tur- 
quoise mining district, that is, in the upper 
part of the Wady Maghara and especially’ at 
Sarabit el Khadem, near the western coast, 
well north both of Serbal and the traditional 
Mount Sinai. The gem is found in a red 
sandstone which is a little older’than the 
chalk of England. Major Macdonald made.an 
attempt to revive the industry about forty 
years ago, but found it unremunerative. He 
was followed, within the last decade, by a 
company, whose efforts were also, and more: 
deservedly, not successful, for their reckless 
methods irreparably injured some‘ of the most 
interesting Egyptian antiquities—and some 
mining is still done. by the Arabs. Turquoises 
are not uncommon, but the majority are of 
little value. The mines, as we now learn, were 
open even in the first Egyptian dynasty, the 
oldest monument representing one of its kings, 
Mersekha, who flourished, according to Pro- 
fessor Petrie, about six thousand five hundred 
years ago, i.e., 4600 B.C., “clubbing” a captive 
chief. Other sculptures commemorate kings of 
he third dynasty, and dozens of inscriptions 
were cut between this date and the end of the 
twelfth dynasty —about 2500 B.C. Thus, many 
centuries before the Exodus, not afew before 
the days of Abraham, Sinai was in Egyptian 
occupation. Some have thought that copper 
also wrs worked about Sarabit el Khadem. 
‘That, however, Professor Petrie has proved to 
bea mistake; the heaps of black material, 
supposed to be slag, are hematite, a natural 
iron ore, which, if coal were handy, might be 
valuabie ; but the main copper works are six 
miles away, in the Wady Nasb. 

Sarabit el Khadem was evidently an excep- 
tionally holy place. Ono the edge of the aplanl 
near the brow of a lofty cliff, are the ruins of a 
great temple, and the neighbouring hills are 
dotted over with tiny sancttaries—all, pro- 
bably, for the same purpose, revelation through 
dreams. These sanctuaries consist of a rough 
stone wall surrounding a larger upright block ; 
the one sheltering the sleepers from the wind, 
the other marking the spot where they might. 
‘see visions’ and “dream dreams.” Like the 
pillar set up by Jacob, these indicated a Bethel; 
the temple itself being evidently the most 
sacred spot of all. Itis remarkable, not only 
for its progressive wth, but also for being 
Syrian in type, thougls Rgyptian by construc- 
tion. It is, of course, now in ruins, but a model 
gives an excellent idea of its original structure. - 
It was the sanctuary of the goddess Hathor, and 
her primitive shrine was a rock cave. This 
must have existed so far back as the third 
seven thousand years ago; 
for the name of Seneferu, oné of its kings, is 
still clear. Kings-of the twelfth dynasty—or 
about 2500 B.C.—reconstructed the shrine aud 
made a road, ornamented with stele, part 
of which still remains. Their successors of 
the eighteenth dynasty much enlarged it by 
adding a long vestibule with two small courta, 
curving with the contour of the hill-side and 
terminating in a gateway. his was about 1500 
B.C., and at a later epoch: a structure, cut up 
into a number of small chambers, .was placed 
in front of this. The whole is enclosed by rude 
walls, which were added by Amen Hotep III. 
The neighbouring ground is covered with 
ashes, in great part remnants of sacrifices at 
least as old as the twelfth dynasty. In that 
shrine at first, in those chambers, when pilgrims 
became more numerous, thé votaried slept, and 
it ucarked the holiest place, like the Kiblah of 
a mosque. But this ar ote has a featare still 
less Egyptian—two small courts, each of which 
has a stone basin for purification. Thus. this 
characteristic feature of every Mohamedan 
mosque must. have existed in Syrian worship 
i.fteen ceuturies before the Christian era.

At the Congress the English representatives 
put forward four , points which were described 
as an ultimatum for the acceptance of Rassia. 
The Russians declared they were so important 
that they must refer thenpto the Tea? him- 
self, and a diplomat of high rank must pro 
ceed--to St. Petersburg for his Majesty’s 
orders. The Congress, therefore, adjourned. 

“On the morning after that decision,” Lord 
Rowton told Mr. Cumming, ‘Lord Beaconsfield 
came into my room. He said, ‘I have quite 
made up my mind what to do. It seems-to me 
impossible for Russia to concede these points, 
and, if they refuse, I have sketched out my 
plan. We will'return to England at once,’ 
Arrived in London, he would make his report 
to the Queen. ‘A declaration of war will 
follow.’” 

He requested Lord Rowton to make the 
necessary afrangements for the journey to 
England. To get there within the time essen- 
tial to Lord Beaconafield’s plans, a special train 
from Cologne was required; and this Lord 
Rowton ordered by telegram. This 
“was the turning point of the whole affair.” 

“The Congress met again for a final deci- 
sion on this matter at the appointed time. 
Whilst'the meeting was going on I waited out- 
side as sual. After a sitting of a couple of 
hours the door opened, and I noticed particu- 
larly that the Russians 2ame outgéest, Schon- 
valoff at their head.
